The precise” balance 
poise of a planet as it rides {ts 
orbit and spins on its axls and 
rocks on its poles—so giving 
years and seasons and days and 
nights —- which things in pro- 
perly mixed: amounts are 
necessary to life, as necessary 
os alr t9 to a man floating om 
the sea—that balance and poise 
is as delicate as—and scale for 
scale may be more easily up- 
set than—that of a ship. 


We find it hard to believe 
that. But it is true. 


There is some evidence that 
the pole of our. carth shifts 
fairly casily. We know that 
thé Magnetic Pole is always 
rocking ard that the “third 
motion of the earth” {9 its
